The Werner experimental creanvsry 


suffered a total loss of $15,2S7.&9 in 
the comparatively short time it was 
operated, according to a tuport on ex- 
aminatpn and audit submitted toda; 
by Bishop, Brissman and 
company. 


This is the first public statement ever 
made of the detailed operations of the 
experimental creamery. 


The report of the auditors covers 


a period from June 1, 1920, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1921. 
The creamery was op- 


orated from about June 1, 1920, and 
was clpsed in January, 1921, a perfod 
of about seven months, the report of 
Bishop, .Brissman and company states. 


Among the expenses listed in the 


mass of figures upon the creamery, 
showing its operations, are 
four 


checks aggregating $309.90 Issued to 
Stat> Senator A. A. Liederbach and 
entered on the creamery books under 
the head of organization. Two checks 
to Senator Liederbach, amounting to 
$70.48 were issued to Liederbach and 
charged under the heading "office sup- 
plies." Another check of $9.55 to 
Liederbach was. not entered on the 
expense distribution sheet. 


Sc-nativ Liederbach was a member 


of the legislature which created the 
experimental creamisry fund. Accord- 
ing, to information given the auditors 
he was employed for about three and 
one-half months at a salary of $208 a 
month engaged in organizing cream 
routes and the additional checks is- 
sued to him were for expenses. 


A cream station at Dunn Center- 


was leased from a club over which 
Mrs. Liederbach was president 
and 


cheeks were issued ta her for rent, a 
letter from L. Haselrud, former man- 
ager of the creamery said, in explana- 
tion of two checks for $13 each issued 
Mrs. Liederbach. 


Auto Truck Burned

is a f-lii t) auto truck, which burned m 
a garagj in Bismarck and was not in- 
sured.

Considerable 
difficulty

countered in the examination owing 
to the lack of records and supporting 
data, the report says, mentioning that 
in addition t/o the records submitted 
. at the creamery, a search was made 


in the office of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Labor in the capitol 
for additional records, and that "a 
quantity 
of ' cancelled chocks were 


found in a bpx in the carpenter shop 
room in the capitol building." 


"1X0 records were found of Cash Re- 


ceipts, 
Disbursements, Sales 
and 


Shipments, Production, and Daily re- 
ceipts of Butter fat," 
the audit re- 


port says. 


"The disbursements were obtained 


from cancelled checks and bank debit 
slips, in total amount of $37,063.61," 
says the report, "and items appearing 
on expense sheets with no cancelled 
< hecks were in the amount of $73.56. 
The account with the Merchants State 
Bank, Werner, N. D., was closed with 
the receipt of $37.79 from, the state 
treasurer to balance the account. Tho 
above 
summary 
reflects 
apparent 


bank withdrawals with no cancelled 
checks or check stubs filled out to 
cover, in the amount of $638.27. 
"In most cases the check stubs were 


not filled out 
"The bank statements show in 


many cases the daily withdrawals in 
one total, so that the cancelled checks 
on hand could not be compared with 
the bank withdrawals and thereby ob- 
tain the missing items. 
"Checks appear to have bsen-drawn 


from three stations—Werner, Killdeer 
and Dunn Center. The checks appear 
to be signed by L. Haselrud, P. E. 
Hamel and J. Dugstad. A large num- 
ier of checks with the signature of L. 
Haselrud appear to have been signed 
by other persons, and have various 
initials underneath the signature." 


It is added that it is apparent that 


the balance of pay-roll checks undis- 
covered were among the missing 
checks totalling $638.27.

CONTROVERSY TO 
BE HEARD SOON 


States Involved are Texas and 


Oklahoma—Goes to Supreme 


Court April 24 


A WELL-PROTECTED PRESIDENT 


STARTED TWO YEARS AGO

When argument is resumed before the 
supierae court ot the United States in 
Washington,-April 24 in the Red River 
case involving 
the 
location of the 


boundary line between Texas and Ok- 
lahoma, it will provide another chap- 
t3- in the 
historic, 
litigation which 


has now draggel through more than 


~two years and, according to 3~P Free- 


ling, attorney general of Oklahoma, 
promises to tontinue perhaps as long 
again 
before 
a final settlement is 


reached. 
The controversy over the boundary 


line originated early in 1919 when a 
rich oil field was discovered in the 
bed of the Red R(ver between Tillman 


Cotton CTUPt<e». Oklahoma and 


Wichita county, Texas. 
Immediately 


a ssrious situation arose in which 
a rmed men contested for possession of 


_jlriUinesites. Texas rangers, on or- 


ders iroartfovernor Hobby, opposed 
an unorganized body of Oklahomans, 
and a state of virtual siege was es- 
tablished. 
An effort made by the 


governors and attorney generals of 
botli statea to adjust the. matter failed, 
and an original bill was filed in the 
supreme court December 6, 1919, by 
Attorney-General 
Freeling alleging 


that the south bank of the river con- 
stituted the boundary between the 
states. The bill alleged- this was m 
line set 
by a treaty 
between 
the 


United States and Spain signed m 


becauaa the Red River was a non- 
navigable stream, and, therefore, the 
state of Oklahoma did not take title to 
its bed when admitted to the union. 


On April 11, 1920, the court handed 


down its opinion, sustaining the con- 


1 tentions 
of Oklahoma, and 
holding 


that the question had already been 


j decided in the previously mentioned 
Oreer county case. At the same time 
the court made an order Instructing 
t.ie parties to the suit to introduce 


• proof to determine the location of 


flie south bank of the river. 


Then followed a long series of 


hearings before Frederick S Tyler, 
United States Commisa-oner, who was 
named by the court to take testimony 
on this phase of the case. Hundreds 
ot placed claimants 
were heard as 


were old' residents of the district.^nd 
scientists who testified as to the lo- 
cation of the <bank from information 
obtained by study of the geological 
formation of the terrain and from in- 
vestigation of trees, many of which 
were cut down for their inspection.

of complaint filed by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Freeling, but alleging that the 
government of the United States was 
the owner of the soil between the mid- 
dle of the river and the south; bank,

claiming title by virtue of being rip- 
arian owners and others by virtue of 
having made mineral discoveries in 
the bed of the river. On the question 
of title, the court has heard argu- 
ments from the riparian claimants, 
the mineral claimants, from the Unit- 
ed States and from Oklahoma. 


In the final hearing, set for April 


24, the United States and Oklahoma 
on one side, and the state of Texas 
on th*e other, •will -file tfceir briefs and 
present their arguments concerning 
the south bank. The land involved 
in the litigation is. said to be worth 
millions of dollars, the oil field being 
of a rich nature. According to Attor- 
ney-General Freeling the receiver for 
the lauds now has in. his possession 
$10,000,000 in cash .received from the 
operation of the oil'wells on the land. 
This will be held by him until the liti- 
gation is settled.

W, Lamont'of the bankiim house of J.- P. Morgan & Co.. and by autumn, he says "we should be well on the 
way to that normal prosperity whieh is the natural heritage *of America."

slow return to normal conditions is much to be preferred to a quick change that would carry with it some 
elements of inflation.
